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MANY CHANGES 
IN GETTYSBURG 
OBSERVANCE OF 
WAR-TIME FETE 


It has been 24 years since Gettys- 


burg last observed New Year's Day 
in war time and conditions here orT 
January 1, 1918, were vastly dif- 
ferent from today although an ex- 
amination of Gettysburg Times files 
show many parallels between 1913 
and 1942. 


The chief difference probably was 


due to the length of time for which 
the nation had been at war on the 
two New Year Days. In 1913 the 
pinch of war -was more keenly felt 
than it is today although the-war 
was more remote and in less danger 
of coming to our doorsteps. 


Gettysburgians were strictly limit- 


ed in the amounts of staple food 
products that they could buy. The 
government was- regulating closely 
the sales of sugar and flour and 
Adams county farmers were plan- 
ning institutes to learn ways of 
boosting their production of food- 
stuffs. Wheat was $2.06 per bushel 
and e«r corn, $1.20.

Washington, Jan. 1 (AP)—The War department re- 


ported late this morning a major battle was in progress 
north of Manila and Philippine defense forces were in- 
flicting heavxJosses onjthe invaders. 


A communique announced at the same time that three 


islands of Hawaii had been shelled by enemy submarines 
but there were no casualties and virtually no damage. 


The communique reported Philippine developments 


up to 9:30 a. m., E.S.T. (10:30 p. m. Manila time), in less 
than 50 words, failing to disclose whether the Philippine 
capital still stood. 


In Hawaii, the communique said, the points shelled 


were Hilo, on the island of Hawaii, the harbor of Kahului 
on the island of Maui, and the shoreline near Ihue, on the 
island of Kauai.

PEARL HARBOR 
DEFENSE CITED 
BY DEFENDERS 


San Francisco, Jan. 1 (AP)—The 


memory of Pearl Harbor and the 
spirit with which it will be avenged 
has been brought to the mainland 
by the fighting; men wounded in 
the first savage Japanese stab of the 
war and by the wives and children 
of those still guarding Hawaii. 


Camouflaged transports, steaming 


into port after a perilous, week- 
long crossing, carried the evacuees 
back on a trip that began on a 
cheerless Christmas Day and ended 
on-a New Year's Eve of family 
separation. 


"Fix us up so we can get back for 


another crack at 'em," said one am- 
bulance-bom sailor. He seemed to 
speak for all. 


Stand By Guns 


From the rows of stretchers lined 


at the dockside,. from the corridors 
and passageways of the ships came 
first hand accounts of the December 


attack. 
The wounded could tell how Pearl 


Harbor's defenders stood by their 
guns to the last man for they were 
among the pun crews. 


The women and children could tell 


how the Japanese had machine 
ninned roads and streets and 
>ombed private homes, because they 
:oo were in the thick of it and only 
by fortune escaped the death which 
;ame zo other civilians. 


"I was in the crew's galley when 


lie Japs were sighted, and that's 
where I got mine—shrapnel in both 
legs," said J. R. Trammell. "All 
four of the other boys with me were 
hit, too." 


The 20-year-old O k l a h o m a n 


turned in his stretcher and went on: 


"Japs Are Coming" 


"The ship's loud speaker began 


bellowing 'Japs are coming,' and we 
went to our stations. Our guns 
were manned right through the at- 
tack and as far as I could see, we 
gave a good account of ourselvo" 
I'm ready to go back right now." 


One of the evacuees was Mrs. 


June Cowee, of Kansas City, who 
was visiting her sister, Mrs. Sylvia 
Frugal, a half mile from Pearl Har- 
borwhen war—began. She was- 
awakened by an explosion. 


"We saw several planes come 


down in flames," she said. "It was 
terrible. We didn't know what to 
do. so we jumped in our car to get 
away from there. Ahead of us on 
the road was a milk truck. 


Gun Civilians 


"The Jap planes came over, they 


machine gunned people on the road. 
The driver of the milk truck jumped 
out to hide in a field, but before he 
could get away, they shot him. 


"We got out of the car and flat- 


tened ourselves on the ground. All 
around us were planes and shots 
and bombs and shells exploding. 
One bomb fell in a cane field across 
the road. It showered us with 
dirt." Mrs. Cowee spent that night 
in a bank vault. 


"When the Japs ran out of am- 


munition, they dived their planes 
right into the hangars." said Rob- 
ert Fahrner. 13. "We watched a 
couple of them burn as they hit."

DEFENSE CITED 
BT DEFENDERS 


San Francisco, Jan. I (AP)—-The 
memory of Pearl Harbor and 
the 
spirit with which it will be avenged 
has been brought to the mainland 
by the fighting, men wounded in 
the first savage Japanese stab of the 
war and by the wives and children 
of those still guarding Hawaii.

ADMIRAL SEES 
POSSIBILITY OF

Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, Jan. 1 (AP) 


—Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, new 
commander of the United States 
Pacific fleet, warns that Japanese 
submarines operating off the West 
coast of the United States might at- 
tempt to shell coastal cities. 


Speaking to reporters aboard a 


big new submarine yesterday just 
three hours after he assumed com- 
mand, Admiral Nimitz said "It's 
relatively safe and simple for a sub- 
marine to arise to the surface near 
a port and throw a few shells into 
a city. 


May Shell Cities 


"It is not beyond the bounds of 


pio&sfbility that J&panese operat- 
ng off the West coast of the Unit- 
ed States may attempt to lay their 
hells into cities before they leave." 
"The ocean," he added, "is too 
ig to prevent it entirely." 
A reporter asked the significance 


of submarinefShelling of three points 
n the Hawaiian islands the night 
of December 30. Admiral Nimitz 
replied that "Japanese captains de- 
Jre to make the utmost use of their 
weapons when there are no targets 
:or their torpedoes." 


The setting for the admiral's first 


press conference after taking over 
lis new command was colorful and 
unique in many respects. It-was 
said to be one of the few times in 
;he history of the fleet that a com- 
mander's four-star flag had flown 
rom a submarine. 


Before inviting reporters ques- 


tions on the sun-drenched deck of 
;he underseas monster, Nimitz pin- 
ned the Navy cross on two pilots of 
a flying boat that rescued nine Army 
fliers from the sea only last night. 
It was his first official act as com- 
mander in chief. 


Confident Air 


The tall, affable Texan showed an 


air of confidence but gave no sign 
of over-confidence. Speaking slow- 
ly and deliberately and with quiet 
dignity he volunteered this assertion 
at the end of the conference: 


"You 
asked several questions 


about the future, many of them no 
doubt pressing. I'm a Kamaaina 
(old-timer in Hawaii) myself and 
I'd. like to reply in a Hawaiian, word. 
This word is Hoomanawanui, mean- 
ing 'let time take care of the situa- 
tion.' " 
Asked about the possibilities of an 


attack on Hawaii if Japan succeeds 
in taking Manila and the Philip- 
pines, Nimitz took a long pause and 
replied: 


"An attack on these islands is al- 


ways possible. We will do our ut- 
most to keep them from falling into 
enemy Hands. The Pacific fleet is 
doing and will do the utmost pos- 
sible."

MORE SKILLED 
LABOR NEEDED 
FOR WAR WORK 


State College, Pa, Jan. 1 (AP)— 


A "tremendous increase" in the sup- 
ply of skilled labor will be required 
if President Roosevelt's proposal for 
a three-shift, 24-hour day, seven- 
day week is to be realized, says E. L. 
Keller, head of the engineering de- 
fense training program at the Penn- 
sylvania State college. 


There are about 4.000.000 persons 


employed in national' defense in- 
dustries today, Keller said, but he 
added "a study by the National Re- 
sources Planning board indicated 
that by the end of 1942 we will need 
11,000.000 defense workers if we are 
to operate our industrial war ma- 
chine at peak production." 


To cope with the situation, the 


Federal government more than a 
year ago began an extensive train- 
ing program, earned out to a large

ADMIRAL SEES 
POSSIBILITY OF 
COAST SHELLING 


By TOM YARBROUGH 
Pearl Harbor. Hawaii, Jan. I (AP) 
—Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, new 
commander of the United States 
Pacific fleet, warns that Japanese 
submarines operating off the West 
coast of the United States might at­ 
tempt to shell coastal cities. 
Speaking to reporters aboard a 
big new submarine yesterday just 
three hours after he assumed com­ 
mand, Admiral Nlmitz said “It’s 
relatively safe and simple for a sub­ 
marine to arise to the surface near 
a port and throw a few shells into 
a city. 
May Shell Cities 
“It is not beyond the bounds of 
possibility that Japanese operat­ 
ing off the West coast of the Unit­ 
ed States may attempt to lay their 
shells Into cities before they leave.” 
“The ocean,’’ he added, “is too 
big to prevent it entirely.” 
A reporter asked the significance 
of submarine shelling of three points 
in the Hawaiian islands the night 
of December 30. 
Admiral Nimitz 
replied that “Japanese captains de­ 
sire to make the utmost use of their 
weapons when there are no targets 
for their torpedoes.” 
The setting for the admiral’s first 
press conference after taking over 
his new command was colorful and 
unique in many respects. 
It was 
said to be one of the few times in 
the history of the fleet that a com­ 
mander’s four-star flag had flown 
from a submarine. 
Before inviting reporters ques­ 
tions on the sun-drenched deck of 
the underseas monster, Nimitz pin­ 
ned the Navy cross on two pilots of 
a flying boat that rescued nine Army 
fliers from the sea only last night. 
It was his first official act as com­ 
mander in chief. 
Confident Air 
The tall, affable Texan showed an 
air of confidence but gave no sign 
of over-confldence. Speaking slow­ 
ly and deliberately and with quiet 
dignity he volunteered this assertion 
at the end of the conference: 
“You 
asked 
several 
questions 
about the future, many of them no 
doubt pressing. 
I’m a Kamaaina 
(old-timer in Hawaii) myself and 
I’d like to reply in a Hawaiian word. 
This word is Hoomanawanui, mean­ 
ing ‘let time take care of the .situa­ 
tion.’ ** 
Asked about the possibilities of an 
attack on Hawaii lf Japan succeeds 
in taking Manila and the Philip­ 
pines, Nimitz took a long pause and 
replied: 
“An attack on these Islands Is al­ 
ways possible. We will do our ut­ 
most to keep them from falling into 
enemy hands. The Pacific fleet Is 
doing and will do the utmost pos­ 
sible.”

As the year drew to a close, 
more drastic government measures to control costs, 
siphon off more earnings and income in taxes, 
were in preparation.

l> A D IO ’S prime theme for 1941 was defense— 
IN for 1942 ifs still defense, but more aptly victo- 
ry-defense. 
As the new year opens radio is doing its part iii 
total war to a much greater extent than was pos­ 
sible in the first world war. Not only does it make 
inter-world communication possible on a larger 
scale than ever, but it has become valuable in lin k­ 
ing tanks and other mobile units with headquar­ 
ters and w’ith each other. 
It is just as vital on the sea as in the air through 
its ability to span distance without physical con­ 
nection. 
Just how much radio is doing in war and battle 
can be surmised only from the progress it has 
made in other fields. The sole important develop­ 
ment revealed was its use in spotting enemy planes 
through a locator device based on the known 
theory of wave reflection on the higher frequen­ 
cies. This device, it has lately been hinted, w’as an 
aid in repelling the German air blitz on the B rit­ 
ish isles. 
Meanwhile, broadcasting had its own skirmishes. 
There was the ten-month music fee row with the 
American Society of Composers, Authors and Pub­ 
lishers, which finally ended with a nine-year con­ 
tract that settled must if not all of the differences. 
Then there was the situation which developed 
over the monopoly report of the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission w’hich resulted in new rules 
for the networks and included a regulation which 
sought to eliminate ownership by the National 
Broadcasting company of two networks. As the 
year ended, the whole question seemed approach­ 
ing a clarification after court action was started 
and N BC took steps looking toward a splitup of its 
two networks. 
’Die year also saw television step out into a com­ 
mercial status and the question of operating stand­ 
ards clarified NBC was first to obtain a commer­ 
cial license. C B S got under way with its first regu­ 
lar transmissions. 
Future status of the new art was unpiedictable 
With the country at war.

MANY CHANGES 
IN GETTYSBURG 
OBSERVANCE OF 
WAR-TIM^FETE 


It has been 24 years since Gettys- 


burg last observed New Year's Day 
in war time and conditions here on 
January 1, 1918, were vastly dif- 
ferent from today although an ex- 
amination of Gettysburg Times files 
show many parallels between 1918 
and 1942. 


The chief difference probably was 


due to the length of time for which 
the nation had been at war on the 
two New Year Days. In 1918 the 
pinch of war was more keenly felt 
than it is today although the war 
was more remote and in less danger 
of coming to our doorsteps. 


Gettysburgians were strictly limit- 


ed in the amounts of staple food 
products that they could buy. The 
government was regulating closely 
the sales of sugar and flour and 
Adams county farmers were plan- 
ning institutes to learn ways of 
boosting their production of food- 
stuffs. Wheat was $2.06 per bushel 
and ear corn, $1.20. 


New Year's Frolic 


Twenty-four years ago today the

was the New Year's Eve frolic and 
community masquerade held for the 
benefit- of the Red Cross in Glat- 
felter Hall on the college campus.

Camp Colt was here—and had 


been for about six months—and was 
credited in an article In The Times 
with bringing '-unheard of returns" 
into the coffers of many local busi- 
nesses and putting "not a few of 
our business men on easy street as 
a result." 


The newspaper reported 
that 


Camp Colt brought to Gettysburg 
a monthly payroll of three-quarters 
of a million dollars and thousands 
more in supplies many of which 
were purchased in town. The finan- 
cial benefits to the town, of the 
camp, "paled even the big times of 
1910 and 1913," the paper stated. 


There were no preparations here 


against air raids but the papers 
carried news stories of air and sea 
battle abroad. The Germans were 
fighting to re-take the Hindenburg 
line and there was German activity 
and defiance to the United States 
in Venezuela. 


Jazz Bands in Pans 


Prance was hearing its first jazz 


bands while winter fashion maga- 
zines, advertised in The Times, 
promised the ladies of Adams coun- 
ty the "very breath of Paris" in the 
ankle-length, voluminous gowns 
shown as samples of the marvelous 
creations for sale. 


The Times on January 1. 1918. 


carried an eye-witness account from 
Paris of the execution before a firing 
squad of Mata Hari. exotic Parisian 
dancer who confessed at her own- 
espionage trial that she was in the 
pay of the German government. 


The United States was investigat- 


ing the "high cost of shoes" and the 
newly-approved arrangement of the 
"Star Spangled Banner" was being 
introduced throughout the country. 


Coal Shortage 


Army trucks and trains were roll- 


ing through Gettysburg frequently 
and the Red Cross was bringing to 
a close a successful Roll Call that 
had listed more than 4.000 members 
in the county. Letters were being 
received at Red Cross headquarters 
from soldiers who had been sent

Washington. Jan. I (A P )— The War department re­ 
ported late this morning a major battle was in progress 
north of Manila and Philippine defense forces were in­ 
flicting heavy losses on the invaders. 
A communique announced at the same time that three 
islands of Hawaii had been shelled by enemy submarines 
but there were no casualties and virtually no damage. 
The communique reported Philippine developments 
up to 9:30 a. rn.. E.S.T. ( 10:30 p. rn. Manila time), in less 
than 50 words, failing to disclose whether the Philippine 
capital still stood. 
In Hawaii, the communique said, the points shelled 
were Hilo, on the island of Hawaii, the harbor of Kahului 
on the island of Maui, and the shoreline near Ihue, on the 
inland of Kauai.

PEARL HARBOR 
DEFENSE CITED 
BY DEFENDERS 


San Francisco, Jan. i (AP)—The 


memory of Pearl Harbor and the 
spirit with which it will be avenged 
has been brought to the mainland 
by the fighting; men wounded in 
the first savage Japanese stab of the 
war and by the wives and children 
of those still guarding Hawaii. 


Camouflaged transports, steaming 


into port after a perilous, week- 
long crossing, carried the evacuees 
back on a trip that began on a 
cheerless Christmas Day and ended 
on a New Year's Eve of family 
separation. 


"Fix us up so we can get back for 


another crack at 'em," said one am- 
bulance-born sailor. He seemed to 
speak for all. 


Stand By Guns 


Prom the rows of stretchers lined 


at the dockside, from the corridors 
and passageways of the ships came 
first hand accounts of the December 
7 attack. 


The wounded could tell how Pearl 


Harbor's defenders stood by their 
guns to the last man for they were 
among the run crews. 


The women and children could tell 


how the Japanese had 
machine 


gunned 
roads and streets 
and 


bombed private homes, because they 
too were in the thick of it and only 
by fortune escaped the death which 
came co other civilians. 


"I was in the crew's galley when 


the Japs were sighted, and that's 
where I got mine—shrapnel in both 
tegs," said J. R. Trammell. 
"All 


four of the other boys with me were 
hit, too." 


The 20-year-old O k l a h o m a n 


turned in his stretcher and went on: 


"Japs Are Coming" 


"The ship's loud speaker began 


bellowing 'Japs are coming,' and we 
went to our stations. Our guns 
were manned right through the at- 
tack and as far as I could see, we 
gave a good account of ourselves 
I'm ready to go back right now."

San Francisco, Jan. I (AP) -The 
memory of Pearl Harbor and the 
spirit with which it will be avenged 
has been brought to the m ainland 
by the fighting men wounded In 
the first savage Japanese stab of the 
war and by the wives and children 
of those still guarding Hawaii.

Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, Jan. 1 (AP) 


—Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, new 
commander of the United States 
Pacific fleet, warns that Japanese 
submarines operating off the West 
coast of the United States might at- 
tempt to shell coastal cities. 


Speaking to reporters aboard a 


big new submarine yesterday just 
three hours after he assumed com- 
mand. Admiral Nimitz said "It's 
relatively safe and simple for a sub- 
marine to arise to the surface near 
a port and throw a few shells into 
a city. 


May Shell Cities 


"It is not beyond the bounds of 


possibility that Japanese operat- 
ing off the West coast of the Unit- 
ed States may attempt to lay their 
shells into cities before they leave." 


"The ocean," he added, "is too 


big to prevent it entirely." 


A reporter asked the significance 


of submarine shelling of three points 
in the Hawaiian islands the night 
of December 30. Admiral Nimitz 
replied that "Japanese captains de- 
sire to make the utmost use of their 
weapons when there are no targets 
for their torpedoes." 


The setting for the admiral's first 


press conference after taEng "over 
his new command was colorful and 
unique in many respects. It was 
said to be one of the few times in 
the history of the fleet that a com- 
mander's four-star flag had flown 
from a submarine. 


Before inviting reporters ques- 


tions on the sun-drenched deck of 
the underseas monster, Nimitz pin- 
ned the Navy cross on two pilots of 
a flying boat that rescued nine Army 
fliers from the sea only last night. 
It was his first official act as com- 
mander in ohiefi 


Confident Air 


The tall, affable Texan showed an 


air of confidence but gave no sign 
of over-confidence. Speaking slow- 
ly -asd deliberately and with 
dignity he volunteered this assertion 
at the end of the conference: 


"You 
asked 
several 
questions 


about the future, many of them no 
doubt pressing. I'm a Kamaaina 
(old-timer in Hawaii) myself and 
I'd like to reply in a Hawaiian word. 
This word is Hoomanawanui, mean- 
ing: 'let time take care of the situa- 
tion..' " 


Asked about the possibilities of an 


attack on Hawaii if Japan succeeds 
in taking Manila and the Philip- 
pines, Nimitz took a long pause and 
replied: 


"An attack on these islands is al- 


ways possible. We will do our ut- 
most to keep them from falling into 
enemy hands. The Pacific fleet is 
doing and will do the utmost pos- 
sible."

ADMIRAL SEES 
POSSIBILITY OF 
COAST SHELLING 


By TOM YARBROUGH 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, Jan. I (AP) 
—Admiral Chester W. Nimltz, new' 
com m ander of the United States 
Pacific fleet, warns th a t Japanese 
subm arines operating off the West 
coast of the United States m ight a t­ 
tem pt to shell coastal cities. 
Speaking to reporters aboard a 
big new subm arine yesterday just 
three hours after ne assumed com ­ 
m and, Admiral 
Nimltz said “I t’s 
relatively safe and simple for a sub­ 
m arine to arise to the surface near 
a port and throw a few shells into 
a city. 
May Shell Cities 
‘‘It is not beyond the bounds of 
piossibility th a t Japanese operat­ 
ing off the West coast of the U nit­ 
ed States may attem pt to lay their 
shells into cities before they leave.” 
‘‘The ocean,” he added, “is too 
big to prevent it entirely.” 
A reporter asked the significance 
of subm arine shelling of three points 
in the Hawaiian islands the night 
of December 30. 
Admiral Nlmitz 
replied th a t ‘‘Japanese captains de­ 
sire to m ake the utm ost use of their 
weapons when there are no targets 
for their torpedoes.” 
Tile setting for the adm iral's first 
press conference after taking over 
his new' command was colorful and 
unique in many respects. 
I t w'as 
said to be one of the few tim es in 
the history of the fleet th a t a com­ 
m ander's four-star flag had flown 
from a submarine. 
Before 
inviting reporters ques­ 
tions on the sun-drenched deck of 
the underseas monster, Nimltz pin­ 
ned the Navy cross on two pilots of 
a flying boat th at rescued nine Army 
fliers from the sea only last night. 
It was his first official act as com­ 
m ander in chief. 
Confident Air 
T he tall, affable Texan showed an 
air of confidence but gave no sign 
of over-confidence. 
Speaking slow­ 
ly and deliberately and writh quiet 
dignity he volunteered this assertion 
at the end of the conference: 
"You 
asked 
several 
questions 
about the future, many of them no 
doubt pressing. 
I'm a K am aaina 
(old-tim er in Hawaii) myself and 
I'd like to reply in a Hawaiian word 
This word is Hoomanawanui, m ean­ 
ing ‘let time take care of the situ a­ 
tion.’ ” 
Asked about the possibilities of an 
attack on Hawaii lf Japan succeeds 
In taking M anila and the Philip­ 
pines, Nimltz took a long pause and 
replied : 
“An attack on these Islands is al­ 
ways possible. 
We will do our ut­ 
most to keep them from falling into 
enemy hands. 
The Pacific fleet is 
doing and will do the utm ost pos­ 
sible.”

A BOUT one-third of America's scientific works 
•**• of 1941 was veiled in military secrecy. 
But the other two-thirds was extraordinary in 


its own right. A new era in medical puzzles began 
with photographing the flu virus with an electron 
microscope. 
It is a molecule, a particle so tiny that dozens 


of them appear on a photographic plate which en- 
larges an original field only ten millionths of an 
Kith in diameter. 
. 
The important fact, however, is that this par- 


ticle, which killed 20,000,000 persons in about one 
year owes its deadliness to its structure. Microbes 
produce poisons. The flu particle has a different 
and more puzzling way of killing. 
Other events: Magnesium from sea water 3^ 
Freeporc, Texas; plasma substituted for blood in 
human transfusions.

of light the eye can 
just see was measured. 
It was 10 microns, or 
10 units of energy.

(This 
virus is not greatly 
larger than that of 
flu.)

OLLYWOOD, often guilty of providing its cus­ 
tomers with dull moments, had few for itself 
in 1941. 
Selling and distribution of films were revolution­ 
ized by the “consent decree” which settled govern­ 
ment anti-trust suits against major film companies. 
Block-booking (an entire year’s product sold in ad­ 
vance) 
was 
replaced 
by 
package 
bookings— 
"blocks” of no more than five films could be sold 
at one time. all films to be shown to exhibitors 
before sale. Immediate effects: a rush of produc­ 
tion, a competitive struggle for quality films, for 
star names to lure purchasers, and a trend toward 
lessening the number of “B ” or second-grade films 
produced. 
Spring brought a box-office slump which alarmed 
the town, but slump turned into boom as better 
films and defense spending met under the m ar­ 
quees. 
A senate subcommittee investigated alleged war 
propaganda in films, unearthed mainly the fact 
that isolationist senators participating had seen 
few of the films in question. 
Film labor leaders George Browne and William 
Bioff, long-time czars over industry workmen in 
the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage em ­ 
ployes, had their reign ended by their conviction in 
New York on charges of extorting som e $500,000 
from film producers a r the price of Tabor peace. 
Joseph M. Schenck, film mogul, was sentenced 
to three years in prison and a $20,000 fine on con­ 
viction of income tax evasion.

RADIO

l l ADIO S prime theme for 1941 was defense— 
*N for J9 4 2 At’s still defense, but more aptly victo­ 
ry-defense. 
As the new year opens radio is doing its part in 
total war to a much greater extent than was pos­ 
sible in the first world war. Not only does it make 
inter-world communication possible on a larger 
scale than ever, but it has become valuable in link­ 
ing tanks and other mobile units with headquar­ 
ters and with each other. 
It is just as vitaTon the sea as in the air through 
its ability to span distance without physical con­ 
nection. 
Just how much radio is doing in war and battle 
can be surmised only from the progress it has 
made in other fields. The sole important develop­ 
ment revealed was its use in spotting enem y planes 
through a locator device based on the known 
theory of wave reflection on the higher frequen­ 
cies^ This device, it has lately been hinted, was an 
aid in repelling tile German air blitz on the Brit­ 
ish isles. 
Meanwhile, broadcasting had its own skirmishes. 
There was the ten-month music fee row with Hie 
American Society of Composers, Authors and P ub ­ 
lishers, which finally ended with a nine-year con­ 
tract that settled most if not all of the differences. 
Then there was the situation which developed 
over tile monopoly report o f the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission which resulted in new rule* 
for the networks and included a regulation which 
sought to eliminate ownership by the National 
Broadcasting company of two networks, As the 
year ended, the whole question seemed approach­ 
ing a clarification after court action was started 
and NBG took steps looking toward a split up of its 
two networks, 
'Die year also saw television step out into a com ­ 
mercial status and the question of operating stand­ 
ards clarified. NBG was first to obtain a commer­ 
cial license. CBS got under way with its first regu­ 
lar transmissions. 
Future status of the new art was unpredictable 
with the country at war.
